In claims 4 and 16 to 18, R 3 can be methylenedioxy which is 
a divalent radical but R 3 is monovalent.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 to 8, 14 to 21, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yokoyama (US 4312870), 
cited. 

The reference discloses the claimed compounds of the 
formula I and pharmaceutical compositions thereof wherein R x to 
R 3 are hydrogen, R 4 is C(=0)NR 6 R 7 wherein R 6 and R 7 are hydrogen 
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or R 4 is NHC(=0)NHR 6 wherein R 6 is -(Alk) b Q wherein b is 1, Alk is 
Ci-alkylene and Q is hydrogen, X is a bond and Y is NR 5 wherein 
R 5 is hydrogen. Note Examples 15 and 17 and column 7, line 55 to 
column 8 , line 15 • 

The references made of record and not relied upon show the 
state of the art . 

Claim 10 is allowed. 

Claims 9, 13, 22 and 23 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims .
